An Italian Jim Fisk. The history of 
Prince Torlonia, whose death was announced 
recently, is a series of surprises. The family 
were of French origin, and came from Au- 
vergne, the original name being not Torlonia, 
but Tourlogne. The founder of the great 
banking family was servant to Cardinal Aqua- 
viva, who in his will left him a provision for 
the rest of his life. 

The valet invested the money in lace and 
needles, and did a good trade with these small 
wares, and was able to educate and push for- 
ward his son, who early showed decided 
ability for finance. He was patronized by Pius 
VI., and employed by him to carry out a series 
of monetary operations, all of which were bril- 
liantly successful. The name of Tourlogne 
was now abandoned, and Giovanni Torlonia 
founded a bank, and money multiplied with 
him. 

On his death in 1829 he left his son, Alex- 
ander Torlonia, a fortune of 40 millions. Alex- 
ander inherited not only his father's wealth but 
also his capacity for business. The 40 mil- 
lions invested in the purchase of a monopoly 
of tobacco, stretching over thirty years, in- 
creased enormously, and Prince Torlonia 
found that while the other Roman nobles were 
growing yearly more impoverished, money 
was fructifying in his coffers. He employed it 
in princely hospitality and in ventures of enor- 
mous magnitude, and both methods of invest- 
ment were prosperous. The draining of the 
Lake Fucino, a work which several of the 
Roman Emperors had commenced and aban- 
doned, was successfully carried out at a cost of 
35 millions, and Victor-Emmanuel celebrated 
this great engineering achievement by present- 
ing the Prince with a gold medal specially 
struck for the occasion. The Prince's enormous 
wealth passes to his daughter, married to one 
of the Borghese family, who takes the name 
and title of Torlonia. 

Keep a fruit jar that has a cover, full of 
dissolved gum tragacanth. Have a brush with 
a ring in the cut off handle, so that it may be 
hung up when not in use. If scraps of paper 
get loose on the walls, a moment's work will 
put them on again as good as new. When the 
house is papered always save the scraps or get 
an extra roll. It is but the work of a moment 
to put on a fragment of paper that has been 
torn off, and it improves the appearance of the 
house wonderfully. If the plastering is broken, 
or a place dug out by some careless express- 
man or mover of furniture, before the paper is 
put on wet a spoonful of plaster of Paris and 
fill the place. Let it dry and then put on the 
paper. It will look decidedly better, and will 
pay for the trouble it takes. 

No matter how carefully a scheme of in- 
terior decoration may be elaborated, a complete 
estimate of the effect of the proposed design is 
only obtainable as it progresses, and so may 
often be considerably modified with advantage. 
The frequent supervision by the decorator is 
therefore desirable. 

A very pretty and inexpensive protection 
for gilt picture or mirror frames is the pink 
mosquito net, which comes plain without bars, 
looped back each side of the picture and fas- 
tened with a bow of pink ribbon. 

Curtains have been introduced having al- 
ternate stripes of opaque and translucent ma- 
terial, producing charming effects and present- 
ing the advantages of two sets of curtains, the 
one heavy and the other light.

The value for manufacturing and finish- 
ing purposes of the richly grained redwood of 
California is beginning to be appreciated, 
though not, it would seem, until after immense 
quantities of it have been diverted to unneces- 
sary uses. Until recently the rich, curly birds- 
eye and other peculiarly marked 6pecies were 
cut for rough lumber, and the softer, straight- 
grained kinds being much more easy to 'work, 
less liable to 6hrink endwise, and not so liable 
to split in nailing, were the favorite material 
for building and other purposes for which red- 
wood was used, to the exclusion of the wavy 
and peculiarly '.grained varieties included in 
. the first class redwood list. Thus trees or logs 
indicating the very features now 60 prized in 
redwood have been used in prodigious quanti- 
ties, simply because of their size and strength ; 
but it is how a matter of special interest to 
builders and artisans that, for richness and 
peculiarity of grain, the redwood is excelled 
only by the finest of costly hard wood. The 
shrinkage endwise is special to this wood, but 
does not extend beyond thorough seasoning. 

Cameo Glass. The largest orders for cameo 
glass placed this spring with the English 
manufacturers came from a Brooklyn house, 
the Messrs. Ovington, of Fulton Street, whose 
advertisement will be found in another column. 

Mr. Ovington extends an invitation to the 
readers of The Decorator and Furnisher 
to visit their Art Parlors and at their leisure 
view the extensive collection of this beautiful 
glass. 

It can probably be seen also at the Chicago 
salesrooms, on State Street, near the Palmer 
House.

A German patent proposes to refine im- 
pure copper by passing gaseous hydrochloric 
acid through it in the molten state, with as 
little access of air as possible. It is said that 
the cuprous oxide contained in the copper is 
volatilized of chloride. Also all other impuri- 
ties that may be present as oxides, or as metals 
that decompose vapor of hydrochloric acid at 
high temperature, are removed by this treat- 
ment. The result is stated to be a copper of 
very great purity and toughness, free from 
bubbles, and of high conductivity. 

A process of ornamenting wall and other 
papers has been patented by Mr. William V. 
Wilson, of Jubilee Street, Mile End, Middlesex 
County, England. It is for producing a finish 
on previously printed papers, in imitation of 
silk, 6atin, or other fabrics, and consists in first 
coating the fabric with a varnish or compound 
of nitro-cellulose, and then embossing orfric- 
tioning the varpished surface. 

A door hanger has been patented by Mr. 
Le Grand Terry, of North Elmira, N. Y. This 
invention covers a novel construction and ar- 
rangement of parts to adapt a hanger for 
sliding doors to be adjustable to doors of 
different thicknesses, and to permit the door to 
be swung outward without derailing the hanger 
or its main wheel. 

Diamond Cement. Soak isinglass in 
water until soft, then dissolve it in proof 
spirits and add a little resin. Good for china 
and glass.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 



Readers will please mention The Decorator and 
Furnisher in writing our advertisers. 

A flooring- clamp has been patented by 
.Mr. Loren G. Welch, of Groton, Vt. It is so 
made that the teeth of the base engage the 
floor joists in such position that when the lever 
is raised its head bears against the plank, 
which are clamped up when the long arm of 
the lever is depressed, the rounded head not 
damaging the edge of the board, and no inter- 
posed jam being necessary. 

A very perfect imitation of gilding on 
brass and bronze articles may be made by a 
varnish of eighty grains gum-lac, twenty grains 
dragon-blue, and five grains turmeric largely 
mixed with alcohol. It is to be applied with 
a sponge to the metal, which is afterward 
warmed over a charcoal fire. At first it may 
have a deadened appearance, but afterward 
brightens. 

A stay roller for sliding doors has been 
patented by Mr. Frank P. Coleman, of Brock- 
port, N. Y. It is 60 made as to hold the outer 
edge of the door closely against the side of the 
barn or other building to which the door is 
hung, the roller being yieldingly mounted, so 
as to give when encountering irregularities 
from warping of the material, snow and ice, 
etc. 

One of the most ingenious processes 
which have lately come into vogue in the treat 
ment of iron— an Austrian invention— is thai 
of giving to the metal a silver surface, this 
beiig effected by first covering the iron with 
mercury and then 6ilver by the galvanic pro- 
cess. By heating the iron to 300 degrees C, 
the mercury evaporates and the silver layer is 
fixed. 

The way to wealth, is as plain as the way 
to market. It depends chiefly on two words- 
industry and frugality ; that is, waste neither 
lime nor money, but make the best use of both. 
Without industry and frugality nothing will 
do, and with them, everything. 

The tint of the drapery in the doorway 
may be more vivid, or less 60, than that of the 
window curtains. But be sure the coloring it 
controlled by the other decorations of the 
room, with which it must accord. 

Yellow compound hues have a peculiarly 
good effect on the walls of indifferently lighted 
rooms. No light is absorbed, and their glamoi 
softens the gloom and renders it less oppress- 
ive.
